Introducticn 
1. This report answers two questions: 


-~- Under a particular weighted voting plan, +¢ 
be described below, what share of the total vote 
would be allocated to each country particivating in : 
the Integrated Emergency Program (IEP)? 


-~ How do the voting shares vary with changes in 
the list of countries participating in the IEP? 


The Voting Plan 


2. We assume that each IEP member gets a number of 
votes equal to the member's percentage share of the LEP ‘ 
group's total cil consumption, plus three additional votes. . 
Changes in a member's share of tne total oil consumption, 
caused by changes in market conditions or variations in 
the IEP group's composition, can affect the member's share 
of the total vote (see Table l). 


Key Judgments 


3. Should a 60% vote be required to pass a resolution, 
the US couléd bloc} x passage in only one of the six IEP 
group compositions listed in Table 1. The EC could al 
block passage in only one group combination. Thus the US 
voting advantage would be served best by deleting Norway 
from the Energy Coordinating Group (ECS), which is now the 
IEP group. In contrast, EC interests would.be served by 
adding France to the ECG.
